21 Jeſus faith unto her, Woman believe me, 
the hour cometh, when ye ſhall neither in 
this mountain , nor yet at Jeruſalem worſhip 
the Father.

1 Steven itted to anſwer to the accuſation of blaſphemy , 2 ſheweth 
that Abraham worſhigped God rightly, and bow God choſe the fa> 
thers, © before Moſes was born, and before the tabernacle and 
re were built: 37 that Moſes bimſelf witneſſed of Chriſt : 44 
and that all outward ceremonies were ordained according to the hea- 
wenly pattern t0 laſt but for a time : 61 reprehending therr rebellion, 
and murdering of Chriſt , the jujt one, whom the prophets foretold 
ſhould come into the world : 54 whereupon they ſtone bim to death ; 
who commende!h bis ſoul to Feſits , and humbly prateth for them. 


| Nen ſaid the high Prieſt, Are theſe 
things ſo? 

2 Andheſaid, Men, brethren, and fathers 
hearken, The God of glory appeared unto our 
father Abraham , when he was in Meſopotamia, 
before he dwelt in Charran, 

3 Andſaiduntohim, * Gettheeout of thy » ca. | 
country , and from thy kindred, and come *** 
into theland which I ſhall ſhew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land vufthe Chal- 
deans, and dwelt in Charran : and from thence, 
when hisfather was dead , he removed him in- 
to this land wherein ye now dwell. 

5 And hegave him none inheritance in it, 
no not ſo much as to ſet his foot on: yet he pro- 
miſed that he would giveitto him for a poſlel- 
ſion, and to his ſeed atter him, when as yer he 
had no child.

him ,

Jacob to him , and all his kindred, threeicore 
and fifteen ſouls. 

15 * SoJacob went down into Egypt, * and

16 And were carried over into Sichem , and 


laid in the ſepulcher that Abraham bought for a 


ſum of mony of the ſons of Emmor the father 
of Sichem. 

17 But when the time of the promiſe drew 
nigh, which God had ſworn to Abraham , the 
people.grewand myjtipliedin Egypt, 

18 Till another king aroſe, which knew 
not Joſeph. 

19 Theſame dealt ſubtilly with our kindred, 
and evil entreated our fathers, fo that they caſt 
out their young children, to the end they 
might notliye. 

20 * In which time Moſes was born, and 
*was + exceeding fair, and nuriſhed up in his 
tatkers houſe three months: 

21 And when he was caſt out, Pharaohs 
daughter took him up, and nuriſhed him for 
her own ſon. 

22 And Moſes was learned in all the wiſdom 
of the Egyptians, and was mighty in words, 
and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty yeares old , 
It came into his heart to viſit his brethren the 
children of lirael.
